
Willow Valley 
Trophy Shoot 

The Willow Valley Trophy Club has an¬ 
nounced that the annual Judging and Trophy 
Day will again be held in Livingstone School 
Auditorium in Lundbreck January 11, 1964. 


Trophies for big game heads will 
again be awarded for sheep, goat, 
elk, mule deer, white tail deer, 
nonTypical mule deer, moose and 
antelope. 

Judging will be done according 
to Boone and Crockett scoring 
charts and those entries large 
enough for official rating will be 
forwarded to Boone and Crockett. 

Sportsmen are reminded that all 
big game heads, regardless of the 
date they were killed, or by whom 
killed, are eligible for the Grand 
Champion Trophy in sheep, goat, 
elk, moose and mule deer. 

To be eligible for any trophy 
other than the Grand Champion, 
a member must have taken out 
membership before the big game 
season opened. For the Grand 
Champion Trophy persons may 
join any time prior to the judging 
of the head. 

The Eld and Babe Trophy is to 
be awarded to the holder of what 
will be judged to be the largest 
trophy head of Alberta big game 
killed in the past year. Bear and 
cougar are considered in this 
award. Penn’s Taxidermy of Cal¬ 
gary has offered to mount the head 
winning this award, free of charge. 

Contestants are advised that if 
they do not wish to deliver their 
big game heads to the club on or 
before January. 4th, they may be 
left at any one of the following 
pick-up stations: 

Lundbreck Trading Store, Jer¬ 
ry'* Sport Shop at Bellevue, or 
Bill Sickoff's Hardware, Belle¬ 
vue; Crows Nest Pass Motors 
at Blairmore, Rudy's Texaco Ser¬ 
vice Station in Coleman, Co-op. 


Hardware in Cowley, Cleland 
Sales and Service in Pincher 
Creek, Kozy Service Station in 
Fort Macleod, Pete's Wheel 
Alignment, 518 - 5th St. South, 
Lethbridge, Lawrence Halmrast 
in Warner and at A. C. Bair of 
Milk River. 

Sportsmen are requested not to 
leave the heads at any of the 
stations after noon on January 
4th, as the club have made ar¬ 
rangements for pick-up prior to 
that time. 

Persons living within a radius 
of 25 miles of these stations must 
leave their heads at these stations 
or deliver them to the club before 
January 4th otherwise they will 
not be judged. Exceptions are the 
heads which are mounted or in 
the process of being mounted. 

Partially mounted heads and 
mounted heads outside the 25 mile 
radius must be at the auditorium 
in Lundbreck not later than 11:00 
a.m. on January 11. 

All entries should be accompan¬ 
ied with the big game tag. The 
owner’s name and address, time 
and place animal was killed must 
also be on a note attached to the 
head. 

The Willow Valley Club has also 
announced that fish prizes will be 
awarded at the Judging Day. 

Lunch has been arranged for 
and a program of entertainment 
has also been arranged. 

Persons holding trophies from 
last year are asked to please re¬ 
turn them to the club on Or be¬ 
fore January 11 Judging Day so 
that the new winners can be prop¬ 
erly presented with their trophies. 


Pass Had Good Year 
Employment-wise 

The manager of the National 
Employment Service in Blairmore 
in a review on the year’s business 
in the Crows Nest Pass, has stat¬ 
ed the area has had a reasonably 
good year. 

This progress has been the re¬ 
sult of endeavor and co-operation 
at all levels of government and in¬ 
dustry. The outlook is encourag¬ 
ing and further development is 
expected in 1964 through under¬ 
standing and ability to cope with 
our problems. It is expected the 
National Employment Service will 
keep abreast of modern trends to 
provide the finest and most pro¬ 
gressive service available. 

Prospects for Southern Alberta’s 
Coal Industry are better today than 
they have been at any time since 
the railways decided 14 years ago 
to change to diesel fuel as a source 
of cheaper power. The recent gov¬ 
ernment decisions to place coal 
subventions on a five year basis, 
rather than a year to year basis, 
has given the coal industry of the 
area greater stability. 

The near completion of High¬ 
way 3 rebuilding at Crows Nest, 
B. C., which has been under con¬ 
struction for more than a year, 
and government’s proposed im¬ 
provement of the highway east of 
the Pass, has given new hope to 
motel and hotel owners of the 
Crows Nest Pass area which boasts 
11 motels, nine hotels and two 
guest ranches. 

The lumbering and logging in¬ 
dustries have had a reasonably 
good year and operators report 
very little loss of time due to poor 
weather conditions. 

Inquiries from various firms out¬ 
side the Pass regarding the possi¬ 
bilities of establishing industry in 
the area under the federal govern¬ 
ment’s new tax incentive program 
appears encouraging. Interest in 
the plan is very high and resi¬ 
dents of the area are giving their 
whole-hearted support to all in¬ 
quiries.

Many Practical Ways 
To Heat Extra Room 


KANANASKIS 
SERVICE STATION 


You will probably have fewer 
problems expanding your hooting 
system if it is a hydronic (modern 
hot water heating) system Ac¬ 
cording to the National Better 
Heating-Cooling Council a proper¬ 
ly installed hydronic system is 
possible without extensive altera¬ 
tions to the system. 

A separate heating system can 
a iso be installed just to heat the 
attic. This system uses a small 
hydronic boiler which is sized for 

one-room heating jobs. A small, 

silent pump is used to convey heat¬ 
ed water from the boiler through 
finger-like tubing to hydronic 
baseboard heating panels, 
large windows with a single pane. 

It should be cut one-eighth to 
three-sixteenths inches smaller 
than the actual opening to al¬ 
low for sash irregularities, ex¬ 
pansion and even stresses. 

4. Apply a cushion of putty to the 
groove of the sash before in¬ 
serting the glass. This will help 
insure a good, weather-tight 
seal when the glass is set and 
prevent water ar.d air leakage 
around the pane. 

5. Press the new glass gently but 
girmly into place in the putty 
cushion. Holding it in place, press 
or drive the glazier’s points into 
the wood using the side of a 
screw driver or chisel. Three or 
four points to a side are suffici¬ 
ent to hold larger panes, two 
on smaller ones. 

6. Roll putty to pencil thickness 
and lay the rolls end to end 
around the sides of the sash. 
Press it firmly in place, smooth¬ 
ing it with a putty knife to form 
a triangular bevel between sash 
edge and glass. Be sure pu ,.y 
doesn’t extend above the frame 
on the opposite side of the giass 
and is parallel with it. 

7. A light application of water 
with a soft paint brush will re-“ 
move putty streaks from the 
glass, or if you prefer, allow put¬ 
ty to dry a day or two and clean 
smudges with turpentine. 


The attic is one of the most flex¬ 
ible areas in the house. It can be 
remodelled into a bedroom, a den, 
an upstairs family room or even 
an efficient apartment. 

Today there are many ways to 
heat the attic. The following are 
some of the methods used: 

A space heater can be simply set 
on the attic floor. Space heaters 
use either gas, oil, kerosene or 
electricity. They arc frequency the 
least expensive heating equipment 
to install, but they are not always 
economical to operate. Moreover, 
heat is usually concentrated in one 
spot around the heater. 

Electric resistance baseboard un 
its are relatively inexpensive and 
easy to install, and they provide 
more uniform heating than space 
heaters. Operating costs, however, 
usually run three to four times 
higher with this type of unit except 
in a few areas where electric rates 
are extremely low. 

To maintain heating effic.cncy 
with electric units, heavy infla¬ 
tion is recommended for attic walls 
and ceiling. Cost of this extra in¬ 
stallation often offsets the s.av:a;:, 
in the cost of equipment. Carrem 
usually required is 220 volt. 

Expanding your existing centra! 
heating system is another way to 
heat the attic. This should be done 
with the advice of a reliable heat¬ 
ing contractor, who can teli 'Ano¬ 
ther your heating plant is large 
enough to handle the extra heat¬ 
ing load. Expanding your heating 
system should provide the finest 
heating if the heating plain is 
properly installed.

Direct Distance 
Dialing for 
Coleman 

-On January 19, 1964, at 12:01 
a.m., Alberta Government Tele¬ 
phones will make Direct Distance 
Dialing available to Coleman. 

D.D.D. provides the fastest, most 
accurate and most convenient ser¬ 
vice for long distance telephone 
calls. Each person becomes, in 
effect, his own long distance op¬ 
erator. Canada and the United 
States are combined into'one' vast 
telephone exchange. 

The overall project is a mam¬ 
moth, long-range one. Edmonton, 
for example, will not have Direct 
Distance Dialing for several years, 
and it may be 20 years or more 
before everyone enjoys the ser¬ 
vice that Coleman is about to re¬ 
ceive. 

To make D.D.D. possible, Can¬ 
ada and the United States have 
been divided itno numbering plan 
areas, each assigned a distinctive 
three-digit designation called the 
area code. In this geographical 
division into numbering plan areas, 
borderlines between provinces and 
states have generally been used 
as area boundaries. 

The area code for Alberta is 403; 
British Columbia, 604; Saskatche¬ 
wan, 306, Montana, 406, and so on. 
Since each of thees areas can serve 
a maximum of 500 central offices, 
densely populated provinces and 
states are divided into more than 
one numbering plan area. Califor¬ 
nia, for example, has eight differ¬ 
ent area codes. 

Calls may be dialed directly to 
all telephones having either two 
letters and five digits or seven 
digit numbers. This applies whe¬ 
ther or not the person being called 
lives only in an area that already 
has D.D.D. 

A Toll-Switching Plan is the key 
to routing customer dialed calls 
to practically any telephone in 
Canada or the United States. The 
real brain behind this plan is the 
Automatic Toll Switching equip¬ 
ment. It stores up the numbers 
that have been dialed in its mem¬ 
ory, scans the complex file of 
available routes, selects the quick¬ 
est one, and then trips the mechan¬ 
ism that shoots the call on its way 
—and all this in micro-seconds! 

A Marker tests all circuits un- 
ti lit finds one avaiLahle, by-pass¬ 
ing some cities where the circuits 
are all busy. It does this so quick¬ 
ly that an available route has been 
selected before the customer fin¬ 
ishes dialing his call. 

A call dialed by a customer in 
Coleman to a telephone in Great 
Falls might, if all the routes were 
busy, keep by-passing cities until 
it shot as far west as Vancouver 
or as far east as Winnipeg before 
heading back to its destination in 
Great Falls. It works so swift’y, 
however, that the customer would 
never have an inkling that his call 
had been travelling around the 
1 country.

ing Machine records the details 
of the customer’s call by a series 
of brail-like dots punched into 
paper tape — the caller’s number, 
date, time the call is begun and 
finished, and the called party’s 
numbha Then it sorts out the de¬ 
tails W thousands of calls, organ¬ 
izes them and'kjhmpiles them. The 
result is readable information that 
is compiled on electronically pre¬ 
pared customer toll statements. 

Completed calls are the only 
ones charged to the customer by 
the Automatic Message Account¬ 
ing Machine. No charge is made 
when the person placing a call 
reaches a recorded announcement, 
calls a long distance operator, 
reaches a line that is busy, or 
reaches a line where no one an¬ 
swers. 

In spite of all of the marvels 
of telephone science, the operator 
will still have her job. She will be 
needed for collect calls, person-to- 
person calls, calls from pay sta¬ 
tions an dhotels, and conference 
calls. In addition she will be need¬ 
ed if someone reaches a wrong 
number. When this happens, the 
person calling should find what 
location he has reached and re¬ 
port to the local operator at once 
so he will not be charged for the 
call. 

This, then, is a summary of the 
facilities that wlil be provided to 
the people of Coleman by D.D.D. 
Much of it is of a rather techni¬ 
cal nature, however, and the sub¬ 
scriber may still be wondering just 
what he has to do to avail him¬ 
self of the new service. 

Direct Distance Dialing may be 
a complex matter for the telephone 
company, but it is simplicity it¬ 
self for the customer. A Coleman 
person wishing to call anyone in 
another part of Alberta will simply 
dial l ione) to connect with the 
D.D.D. facilities and then go on to 
dial the person’s number. 

To call a place outside of Al¬ 
berta, he will first dial 1 (one) 
to connect with the D.D.D. facili¬ 
ties. Then he will call the area 
code of the place he wishes to 
reach (listed in the front of the 
telephone directory). Then, finally 
he will dial the person’s number. 

This is Direct Distance D ialing 
It provides the fastest, most ac¬ 
curate and most convenient ser¬ 
vice for long distance telephone 
calls. Alberta Government Tele¬ 
phones will provide this service to 
the people of Coleman on January 
19, 1964. 

Can you afford 
a new home? 

The prospect of a new home of¬ 
ten loses its appeal when the head 
of the family is faced with a final 
decision to invest the necessary- 
funds to turn his hopes into re¬ 
ality.

So even though a tenant may 
believe he is not meeting costs 
that a home-owner must bear, he 
is in fact paying his share of them 
and also providing enough money 
to give a landlord a profit. 

Everyone is familiar with the old 
saying about “collecting rent re¬ 
ceipts”. 

These receipts are really worth¬ 
less pieces of paper representing 
money that could be paying off a 
mortgage loan, which would be 
increasing your personal estate. 
Sadfcfice Too 

While the initial down payment 
on a home may mean a bit of a 
sacrifice at the time, it represents 
a step towards financial security. 
Looking at it practically, rents 
and living costs may go up —and 
probably will —but mortgage pay¬ 
ments on your home won’t be in¬ 
creased.
